Dr. Dryselius. 


I have often thought that Swedes bear 
the marks of racial characteristics more 
than the people of any other nation. It 
is so frequent ‘that one can pick out a 
Swede from a gathering and catalogue him 
as a Nordic. At the American Legation 
reception last Tuesday quite a number of 
people said to me: ‘‘ Two Swedes are 
here. I’m sure that’s one of them,”’ 
pointing to Dr. Dryselius, a blond young 
man who was talking to Mr. de Valera, 
and was a couple of inches taller than 
him. Dr. Dryselius, who ts Acting Consul 
for Sweden in the absence of Mr. 
Eriksson, came from London to Dublin 
last month. His family are of North 
Swedish stock, but their home is now in 
Stockholm. Outside his diplomatic work, 
Dr. Dryselius is chiefly interested in 
languages and history. He told me that 
he intended visiting Brittas Bay at the 
week-end, and he means to pursue a cam- 
paign of discovery of the Irish countryside 
while he is in Dublin. Last year Mr. 
Eriksson was replaced by Mr. Gronwall, 
who was determined to see Kildare and 
Wicklow on a bicycle, and who, finding 
that Dublin, though rich in bicycles, did 
not hire them, finally succeeded in per- 
suading a workman whom he found look- 
ing over Baggot Street Bridge to lend him 
his machine in view of financial compensa- 
tion for the afternoon. Mr. Grónwall 
was looking forward to hiring the bicycle 
regularly, and the workman promised to 
return with the machine the next day. 
But he was never seen again, leaving Mr. 
Gronwall convinced that one of the things 
that “not done ” in Dublin was to 
hire bicycles ! 


Robin Hood. 


Yesterday I experienced one of those 
strange associations of thoughts, which 
recur at times to most of us, when I read 


was 


that General Goring, after his recent 
activities, has designed for himself yet. 
another uniform. Henceforth, when on 


specific duties bent, he will appear in the 
green shirt and buckskin boots, hunter’s 
cap with flowing feather. of the hero of 
his boyhood days—Robin Hood. It is not, 
dificult to analyse the mental processes by 
which I visualised the quick-change 
character actor who appeared periodically 
_ at the old Music Hall on Burgh quay: that 
popular entertainer would portray full a 
score of famous—and _ infamous—per- 
sonages during the course of his “ turn ”’: 
but. whenever the audience failed to show 
due appreciation of a subject he would 
turn to his dressing table on the stage, 
make a few swift facial changes, don the 
martial cocked-hat, return to face the 
“ house,’’ and there. in all his glorv, stood 
Napoleon. The audience, thoroughly en- 
joving the actor's “ gag,’’ would 
boisterously acclaim the “Little Corporal’’ 
a dozen times during the show. Robin 
Hood probably was not sufficiently 
appreciated in Dublin to warrant his in- 
clusion in the artiste’s programme. 


Little John. 


Stanihurst records the occasion, which 
Dr. Chart mentions in ‘‘ The Story of 
Dublin,’’ when Little John gave public 
proof of his skill in archery. It appears 
that when Robin Hood was betrayed in 
Scotland, in 1189, his trusty lieutenant 
fled to Ireland and made a furtive visit to 
Dublin. Here he remained a few days only 
before his identity became known to the 
more sporting section of the populace, 
who beseeched him to show how far he 
could shoot at random., Staniaurst 
describes how Little John, yielding to

pular request, took his stand by the 
Brid e of Dublin (Bridge street) and shot 
his bolt across the Liffey to a spect on 
Oxmantown Green, where the King’s 
Hospital School is now—a distance of 
about a thousand feet! The place where 
the bolt fell was marked by a hillock, 
which for long afterwards was known as 
“Little John’s Shot ’’--a monument 
which was, as the historian surmised, 
‘‘ rather by his posteritie to be wondered 
at than possible by Annie man living to 
be counterscored.’’ The demonstration 
drew official attention to the outlaw’s 
presence in Dublin, and he had to depart 
forthwith: 


Che First Channel Flight. 


An historic anniversary occurs on the 
25th of this month. It was twenty-five 
years ago that Louis Blériot made the 
first crossing of the English channel in 
a heavier-than-air flying machine. A 
banquet in celebration of the occasion is 
to be given in London in a few weeks’ 
time, with M. Blériot as the guest of 
honour. The flight across the Channel in 
1909 was just as dangerous as an Atlantic 
flight to-day. The journey occupied forty 
minutes, but Blériot’s engine had always 
shown signs of decreasing power after 
twenty minutes. It did so on the occasion 
of the flight, but a rain shower cooled it, 
and it ‘‘ picked up” power again A 
torpedo-destroyer was given the task of 
travelling underneath the monoplane, but 
Blériot speedily Jeft it behind. ‘‘ Where’s 
Dover?’ he asked before leavifig Calais. 
Someone pointed the direction. Blériot 
jumped into the machine, and flew as 
straight as he could across the sea. 


In a Balloon. 


It is nearly 150 years since the English 
Channel was first crossed in a balloon. 
M. Jean Pierre Blanchard and Dr. J. 
Jeffries, for some strange reason, chose a 
January day for their flight in 1785. 
Possibly, winds were more reliable in the 
winter. They started from Dover, and 
twice during the voyage the balloon com- 
menced to descend. Everything portable 
was thrown out of the carriage, even 
articles of clothing, and the balloonists 
came down safely in the forest of Guinnes. 
A few months later M. Pilatre de Rozier 
and M. P. A. Romain were killed in an 
attempt to cross from Boulogne to 
England. They used a double balloon, 
consisting of a gas balloon and a fire 
balloon underneath. They had been in 
the air half an hour when the whole. 
apparatus burst into flames, This Pilatre 
de Rozier was the first human being to 
ascend in a balloon. 


Congress Visitors. 


The Celtic Congress has brought a few 
picturesque figures to Dublin this week. 
Among others there is Dr. Liewellyn- 
Jones, who sits in the House of Commons 
for his native division in North Wales. 
Then there is Mr. Charles Campbell, who 
is wearing the Black Watch tartan. He 
is President of the Glasgow Gaelic Society. 
Mr. Robertson Doak, from Inverness, also 
has come arrayed in his clan tartan, 
which looks rather like that of MacDonald 
of the Isles. The Scottish Gael can, I 
believe, wear the tartan of his mother’s 
clan if he is so minded, according to an 
old Pictish custom. What looked to me 
like the Stuart and McGregor tartan 
belongs to Mr. Matheson. As the Con- 
gress progresses we shall see a great many 
more picturesque figures. The Bretons 
and the Welsh have yet to come, although 
a few of the latter are already here.

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UNIVERSITY REPRESENTATION 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Having closely followed the case for 
the abolition of University representation in 
the Dail, and your reasoned leader on the 
subject, I wish, as a graduate whp prefers 
voting locally, to put some other viewpoints 
before your readers. : 

What strikes the critical 
about this controversy is the klank, per- 
ceptible silence of most cpncerned, 
graduates about to lose their Gotes as such. 
Nowhere have I seen even a single| graduate

those 


rising to protest—evidence, maybe, that 
graduates do not want to vote in wniversity 
constituencies. lf any other section of the 


public, now enjoying separate representation, 
were threatened with disfranchisement, it 1s 
quite easy to imagine the organised outcry 
there would be. Why, then, have not the 
raduates of the Saorstdt wniversiiies risen 
in protest? The question is not so mysterious 
as it may seem, and Í can give at least one 
answer—my own. : 

A few vears ago, before this question arose 
at all, I sent written requests to the authori- 
ties concerned to have my name transferred 
from the University: panel to that of the 
constituency where I live. And my chiel 
reason was that I had lost touch both with 
the University and with its members in the 
Dail. Here, where my life interests are 
centred, is, surely, the most important place 
in the world to me; the place where my 
twenty-four hours are spent; where my 
friends. relatives, dependents help in my 
daily labours. 

Here is the place in which it is yital that 
I should do my various duties as a man and 
citizen, whereas the evanescent intellectualism 
of university life leaves me cold. To me, and 
to my friends, it is of no importance what- 
ever who represents the changeful and chang- 
ing aspects of a city university, whereas it 
is of the highest importance that I should 
know well every man and woman who seeks 
a place in the public life around, the life 
that may encroach upon us and chpke us if 
we are not in and of it, ready to/fight for 
what is best. against what 1s worst in it. 
Hence. personally, I’ prefer to be a local 
voter to one in any university. <A strange 
fact about my application for transfer is that 
it was not granted. I was, and still am, a 
university voter. | 
, I feel quite at a loss when this canvasser 
or that comes to ask for my vote.| When I 
am off the university register and on the local 
panel I shall be far more confident, and of far 
more value, to the candidates or cause that 
I support, And this general aistribution of 
thé university vote is going to be a very big 
ower in the next general election-+a power 
8 good. unless I am mistaken. The univer- 
sity voters who have to go to their home 
parishes to vote with the public at large are 
likely to carry far, more influence there than. 
on the returns in Dublin. They must repre- 
sent the most highly-trained and rational parts‘ 
of their respective parishes, and they will vote 
for candidates whom. they have known a long 
time. On the whole, this distribution of votes 
must prove beneficial. 

The most objectionable aspect of the univer- 
sity vote, and the one not discussed so far, 
is, its effect upon serious students not poli- 
tically-minded. It is safe to say that most 
students go to the university withovt much 
political bias, It is hard enough to gain entry 
to the university after years of hard study in 
which politics have. been a banned subject. 


The bov or girl who takes to politics early | - 


has little or no chance of gaining honours in 
examinations leading to matriculatian. , 

When such a one enters the university he 
or she is repelled by the activities of the small 
intellectual revolutionists to be found in every 
city. Those persons are at home in trouble, 
and always plotting against someone, if not 
their own immediate superiors, then against 
the State. Those are the persons who intend | 
to make a living from politics, and they are a 
menace to the serious, hard-working youth 
whose brains are his fortune, To clear the 
university of such influences, and to guard it 
against exploitation by politicians and parties, 
it is no less than necessary that graduates,, 
as such, should be deprived of itical in- 
fluence. | 

Let them go home and vote, and let them 


see also the intellegentia going home to. One

From OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


HE ‘purity campaign” which is 
going on at the moment in America 
is one of the most important things that 
have happened to Hollywood in recent 
years, but also it is one of the most sur- 
prising. Money talks in the United States, 
and the film industry, being able to talk 
much more loudly than anybody else, has 
been able to disregard the protests ol 
those who did not like its activities. Ever" 
statement that American films were vulgar 
or silly was met with the bland assurance 
that they were what the public wanted, 
and everything went on just as’ usual. 
" Now, however, Hollywood has endured 
the first really serious reverse since * 
was founded, and the reverse comes from 
the least expected quarter—from the 
public which was supposed to be getting 
“just what it wanted.’’ Some weeks ago 
the Roman Catholic Church, with the sup- 
port of all the other Churches, founded a 
‘Legion of Decency,’’ which was pledged 
to attend no cinema where objectionable 
films were being shown. Heltiesed. at 
fist quite undisturbed, has at last been 
forced to take notice of its existence. The 
movement spread from town to town in all 
parts of the country, and the box office 
returns began to fall in the most disturb- 
ing way. Finally, the boycott became so 
serious that action had to be taken. The 
cinemas in Philadelphia attempted to fight 
it by the curious method of closing down 
all their houses; but the others, more 
wisely, decided to come to terms. One 
film, to which strong objections had been 
made, was withdrawn and refilmed, and 
films that were in preparation have either 
been scrapped or drastically re-modelled.

HE final capitulation was a promise 
to reform, given at a meeting between 
representatives of the film industry and 
the bishops, who had started the move- 
ment against them.

week is that Charlie Chaplin is 
making another picture. Chaplin is an 
extraordinary man; if anyone else took so 
long between the making of one film and 
the next he would find himself forgotten 
very quickly.

drew packed houses wherever it was 
shown, and the next probably will 
do the same.

HE business side of the Celtic Congress 
ge in Dublin began yesterday morning in 

the Cvuuncil Chamber of University 
College, when President de Valera, on behaif 
of the Government of the Irish Free State, 
received the delegates from Scotland, Wales, 
the Isle of Man and Brittany. 
Professor Agnes O’Farrelly, as secretary to 
the Congress, formally welcomed the visitors, 
and wished them an enjoyable week. 

President de Valera, recording his pleasure 
at welcoming, on behalf of the Government 
of Saorstat Eireann, the delegates to Dublin, 
said that he hoped the Congress would 
lead to new fervour in the pursuit of Gaelic 
studies and to organised co-operative effort to 
revive the Celtic languages among the 
peoples. : 

“We in Ireland,' he said, '“ have much to 
learn from other Celtic lands. Our language 
was long proscribed. During a period of ex- 
ceptional progress in the world at large Irish 
was virtually banished from our schools and 
seats of learning. Special efforts are conse- 
quently needed to bring the language into. 
line. with the requirements of the age, and 
it is well for a Ail we have the hubh of 
some at least of the other Celtic peoples to 
guide us in this task. 

“ More vital still,” he continued, ‘‘ was 
the need to preserve Irish as the language of 
everyday life in the small area of our country 
where it still remains deminant, and to spread 
it from that area to the rest of the land. 
In that, too, we have before us the heroic 
and successful efforts of a neighbouring Celtic 
people. Where Wales has succeeded, I trust 
that Iréland shall not fail. 

“There is,” President de Valera concluded, 
‘‘one advantage that we possess over our 
fellow-Celts. Alone among the Celtic | seana 
we have a national Government, a Govern- 
ment which, I assure you, is fully resolved 
to do all-in its power to assist and to speed 
the restoration of our language. 

‘‘ We are prepared, in such measure as may 
be practicable, to share this advantage with 
the other Celtic nations. There is much in 
common in the cultural heritage of our 
peoples, much that. can best be preserved and 
developed by a common effort. I want, there 
fore, to assure the Congress that the Govern- 
ment of Saorstat Eireann is ready to give 
substantial financial aid towards the carrying 
out of any practical plan of co-operative re- 
search which may be evolved at this gatlier- 
ing. I trust that there will be some such plan 
and that the Congress will not dissolve until 
a permanent organisation has been formed to 
put it into effect.” (Applause.) 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


Dr. Douglas Hyde, also welcoming the visi- 
tors, said that he felt a very inefficient Pre- 


sident; for, unlike their dear old friend 
and years-long President, Mr. John, he did 
: not keep in touch 


with all the Celtic 
peoples, or know how 
they fared Jinguisti- 
cally or. politically. 
The Welsh Teachers’ 
Union was doing good 
Work among them- 
selves, and the poli- 
ticai movement had 
also a Welsh paper of 
its own. Its chief 
support was received 
from the -young gra- 
duates and _ under- 
graduates of the Uni- 
versity. Another 
work of great advan- 
tage to the language 
was being carriéd out 
in the form of drama. He could not say, 
however, that any new plays of outstand- 
ing merit had appeared, but the desire to see 
and to act Welsh plays showed no signs of 
abating. It, should not be forgotten that 
Wales had been badly hit by the economic 
crisis, and when people were suffering from 
industrial depression they lose heart and 
: e less vigorous; but, on the whole, so 
far as he could learn, the Celticism of Wales 
was not receding. He wished that he could 
say the same for Scotland. The most hopeful 
thing about their brothers there seemed to 
rest in the fact that there is an increasing 
number of adult learners throughout Scot- 
land who are interested in Gaelic, recognise 
the value of it, and would like to know it.

EFFORTS TO SAVE DYING TONGUES. 
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were heard talking finely Se English) about 
the beauty of the Irish language and the 
need of preserving it, but he hoped they were 
getting out of that. In Scotland, however, 
this never ceased, and the worst of it was 
that people who know Celtic quite well will 
talk English, and talk it all the time. It was 
just possible that if the Duke of Montrose 
and the Scottish Nationalists win Home Rule 
for Scotland they may do something for the 
language more than was done by the Educa- 
tion Act of 1918, but this was a very frail 
hope on which to build. : 

As for the Bretons, he was not competent 
to say anything, except that almost every 
Breton he had spoken to said, plump and 
plain, that the Bretons did not want Breton. 

Manx, he added, was all but gone. He had 
done his best to persuade Mr. Kelly, Vice- 
President of the Manx Society, to get a clever 
boy and put him to live and keep house with 
one oí the excellent old speakers near Peel 
or Ramsay, so that he would learn spoken 
Manx in the only possible way, and in twenty 
years’ time become, perhaps, the only one on 
the island who could speak the language 
naturally. | 

With Cornwall he condoled for the loss of 
its grand old man, Dr. Jenner. 

Despite all their efforts in Ireland, th- 
Irish language was not holding its ground on 
its native soil. The Gaeltacht was rapidly 
developing into the Breac-Gaeltacht, and the 
latter was becoming purely—or, rather, im- 
purely—English. In other words, they were 
threatened with the fate that was threaten- 
ing Scotland and that had overtaken the 
Isle of Man. 

The Irish, alone of the Celts outside the 
Isle of Man, were their own niasters; they 
“had shaken off their English teachers; they 
had ‘‘fired”’ their National School Boards, 
and were determined to get what they 
wanted. What they wanted was an Irish- 
speaking Ireland, and they could get it only 
by keeping the Gaeltacht still in existence. 
The Government and the Board of Education 
were perfectly aware of that, and they were 
taking every step. that suggests itself to 
them to stem the decay of the language. 


LATEST EFFORT. 


The last step, taken a few weeks ago, was, 
perhaps, the most important and vital of all— 
that was the ruling of a part of the country in 
Irish. All the Guards or police in Connemara 
and in a district to the west of the middle of 
Galway are in future to use only Irish, and 
all official communications to them from head- 
quarters in Dublin will be in Irish, and their 
replies must be in Irish. He called this, per- 
hape, the greatest step that was ever taken 
to re-Gaelicise the country, for he did not 
contemplate its heing confined to Galway only. 

The great difficulty in the past was the 
lack of teachers; now the Government. had 
established preparatoty schools, where chil- 
dren of from 12 to 14 years enter and remain 
for five years before they are turned out to 
pass for another two or three years into the 
training colleges. 

“ Many people,” said Dr. Hyde, ‘‘ pretend 
to think that those who are educated in 
Irish must be inferior to those educated in 
English. Well, the students from the pre- 
paratory colleges where Irish is the a age > 
went in for the leaving certificate of the 
Intermediate, and competed against all the 
great Intermediate colleges, like Castleknock, 
Blackrock, Belvedere and the others. They

Mr. Percy Kelly (Isle of Man) said that 
Manx difficulties. were very much greater 
than those of larger countries; but, m spite 
of that, there was still a small nucleus cf: 
people who spoke Manx on all possible 
occasions, and they still had their laws pro- 
mulgated every year in Manx. as well as 
English, from Tynwald Hill.» Their Goevern- 
ment, too, was beginning to take an interest 
mn the language. 

M. Le Roux (Brittany) confessed that he 
was a pessimist, so far as Brittany was con- 
cerned.

IRISH TOBACCO TRADE.

MEMORANDUM SENT TO DAIL 
AND SENATE. 


A memorandum -oncerning the bill for the 
control of the tobacco industry which was 
tabled in the Dail has been sent to the 
members of the Dail and Senate by the 
Dublin and Provincial Tobacconists’ Associa- 
tion. 

The memorandum sets out what the asso- 
ciation considers the minimum requirements 
of the trade, which include the setting up of 
a board of six members representing the 
Government and the branches of the industry. 
This board would govern the industry, ~egu- 
lating production, imports, profits and wages. 
All sections of the industry would be licensed 
by the board, and, labour being represented 
in its membership, strikes and lock-outs 
would be declared illegal. The decision of 
the board, which would act as an Industrial 
Court, would be regarded as legally binding 
ou all parties in the trade. 

Such a scheme, says the memorandum, 
would set the tobacco industry on a sound 
basis and prepare for the entire industrial 
and agricultural nation.

Persons who have 
suffered damage to their fisheries or their 
fishing rights, either before or after the 
passage of the new bill, will be entitled 
to claim compensation ; but no compensa- 
tion will be paid to any owner whose 
rights shall have been acquired by the 
Board. Henceforward the Electricity 
Supply Board will be charged with the 
entire management and the preservation 
of the fisheries, which are 
exceedingly valuable. The Minister for 
Finance will advance such sums to the 
Board as may be necessary for the 
administration of the bill. It will have 
virtually dictatorial powers. Subject to 
certain minor restrictions in respect of 
public amenities and the like, the Board 
will be able to do precisely as it thinks 
fit, and citizens who possess fishing rights 
along the Shannon will be entirely at its 
Certain welcome changes will be 
made under the new bill.

The administra- 
tion of fisheries is a job that demands a 
high degree of skill as well as extensive 
experience, and a job, moreover, of which 
amateurs very easily can make a botch. 
The Government, however, seems to think 
that the Electricity Supply Board will be 
able to look after the fisheries, as it were, 
in its spare time. We hope sincerely that 
its confidence will be justified, In our 
humble opinion, the Electricity Supply 
Board already has quite enough to do to 
take care of the Free State’s electric 
current without bothering about the fish. 
Naturally; a certain degree of co-ordina- 
tion between the work of the Board and 
that of the fishery managers is essential ; 
but the grant of supreme control of the 
fisheries to the Board is a risky experi- 
ment. The Shannon fisheries are among 
the Free State’s most precious assets, 
and their administration ought to be in 
the hands of none but men of the greatest 


experience. 


The Spanish Riddle, 


The Spanish Cortes. has risen for 
a prolonged vacation, and there is 
yet no telling what the future holds for 
Spain. During the last twelve months dis- 
order and dissension have been as rife as at 
any time since the Republic came into 
being. Nearly three of those twelve 
months—from March to June of this year 
—were spent under the shadow of martial 
law ; for the condition known in Spain as 
a ‘‘ state of alarm’’ approximates very 
closely to our ideas of martial law. Within 
that period the police were kept fully 
armed ; public buildings were occupied by 
guards, and emergency courts were con- 
stituted to deal with the numerous cases 
of riot and violence which provoked the 
Government’s severity. The country is 
more peaceful to-day, but its peace is un- 
easy, and nobody knows exactly who will 
be in power, or what the condition of Spain 
will be, in another six months. Most of the 
great strikes have been halted, but the 
weapon of the strike is still keen, and can 
be brought into play at any moment by the 
Syndicalist and militant Socialist organisa- 
tions, whose strength appears to be as 
formidable as ever. Furthermore, there 
is nobody to present a solid front against 
the Labour extremists. Sefior Samper’s 
Government is lamentably weak; like 
so many revolutionary Governments, it 
holds office only by the grace of other 
deputies who are by no means in perfect 
accord with its programme, and may be 
elbowed out of existence at any moment 
either by a reactionary Right or by a 
super-progressive Left. Troubles have 
crowded upon it thick and fast. Hitherto 
it has steered a middle course ; but a false 
move to one side or the other may project 
the country once again into the whirlpool 
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OÍ civil war. 

As if Spain proper did not present 
sufhcient trouble to Sefior Samper, he has 
been harassd of late with Catalonian 
complications. The last couple of months 
has witnessed the growth of bad feeling 
between Spain and her subsidiary State 
on the question of Madrid’s right to over- 
rule a law of the Generalitat. There 
exists under the Spanish Constitution a 
body known as the Tribunal of Constitu- 
tional Guarantees, whose function is to 
examine the acts of local governments and

Catalonia, indeed, is suspicious of Sefior 
Samper’s ‘‘ moderate Republicanism,”’ 
end there is good reason to believe 
that her Government has forced the 
quarrel with Spain in an effort to 
unseat him.

It may be in reaction against 
the revolutionary earlier 
Republican Governments, or it may be 
that tradition and the Church have a 
firmer hold upon the Spanish people than 
| the founders of the Republic were willing 
to recognise, but, in either case, the fact 
is that the Conscrvative parties are re- 
gaining their hold. The Accion Popular, 
headed by Sefior Gil Robles, 
existed, if it existed at all, two years ago ; 
at the last election it was strong enough 
to return a very large muster of members 
to the Cortes, and public sympathy with 
its programme. is growing day by day. 
Already it has forced the Government, as 
the price of support, to abandon its assault 
upon religion and to renew relations with 
the Vatican. The great danger, in the 
opinion of keen observers, is that Senior 
Robles’s party may allow itself to be tied 
up with definitely unpopular elements—the 
Monarchists or the army. Manifestly the 
Republic has come to stay. If Senior 
Robles and his followers continue to 
recognise that fact, and to play their part 
as sound Republicans, there is no reason 
why they should not take the reins of the 
country into their hands within a very 
short time; but any effort to bring back 
abandoned institutions or to flirt with the 
possibilities of a military dictatorship will 
turn Spanish opinion against them as 
easily as the moderation and common- 
sense of their programme so far have

A Pig Paradex. 


There is something curious about the 
decline in the Saorstdt’s export of pigs and 
pig products to Great Britain. During 
the month of June she supplied Britain 
with a total of 10,164 hundredweight of 
bacon, 1,786 hundredweight in carcases, 
and 814 live pigs. These figures are con- 
siderably less than half the quantities 
permitted to her under the British quota. 
The fall in exports of live pigs may be 
explained, as it seems, by a remarkable 
increase in the number of animals bought 
for curing at home; but there is no con- 
vincing explanation for the collapse in ex- 
ports of bacon, hams and pork. It is 
unfortunate that our breeders and ex- 
porters are unable to fill their quota ; for 
their failure will prejudice their chances 
of receiving a high quota figure when the 
British are allotting it the next time. With 
the cattle trade suffering so severely from 
the special duties, it is most important 
that the Free State’s trade with Britain in 
other commodities should be maintained 
at the highest possible level. Great 
Britain can take a huge quantity of pig 
meat, which the Saorstát ought to be able 
to supply without any great trouble ; and, 
even if her opportunities are limited by the 
quota, she ought to have no difficulty in 
supplying up to the limit. It is significant 
that the pig producers of Northern Ireland, 
after years of complaint concerning their 
inability to compete with the producers of 
the Free State, have contrived not only 
to check the decline in their exports, but 
actually to increase them. Whether or 
not the economic war is destined to end in 
the near future, the Saorstát cannot afford 
to lose what grip she retains on the English 
market.

When the new Mayor of Drogheda was

Drogheda’s reforming zeal, it 
appears, may go even farther; for there is 
talk of abolishing the tall hats worn on 
public occasions, and, possibly, the robes 
as well. Unfortunately, this seems to 
be another example of the “' stage- 
nationalism ’’ with which Irishmen too 
often are credited by foreigners. No doubt, 
Drogheda is convinced that it is striking a 
resounding blow for Irish freedom by 
removing its sword and mace from the 
Council Chamber, just as those who sawed 
off the head of King William’s statue, in 
Dublin probably imagined that they were 
avenging the Battle of the Boyne. In 
reality, they only succeed in making them- 
selves and our country look sigh 
ridiculous. Is it seriously felt that the om 
emblems of Drogheda, which are emblems 
of her own antiquity much more than of 
“ British tyranny,’’ are so repugnant 
national feeling that they must go? Must 
every relic of the past that savours ever 
slightly of England be stamped out, 
case it should pervert the minds of moder 
Irishmen? A nation that really is sure o 
its nationality has no such fears, and does, 
not seek to establish itself more firmly by

Austrian-Hungarian newspapers, 
with scarcely an exception, attack 
Serbia in a campaign that appears 
to extend throughout the whole of 
the dual Monarchy. Count Berch- 
told, Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister, completed the prepara- 
tion of an ultimatum, as arranged 
at the Council of Ministers on the 
previous day.

In introducing the vote for the Ministry of 
Agriculture, in the Commons to-day, Mr. W. 
E. Ellot said that agriculture in Great 
Britain was no longer a minor issue, but must 
be. taken seriously as one of the greatest 
questions of -the day. Discussing the recent 
fall in the value of the output of land, he 
said that if that decline had not been arrested 
a very serious situation, indeed, would have 
arisen. As the result of legislation, the wheat 
acreage had increased material'y. Barley had 
decreased in acreage, but the price was higher 
than it had been for the last four years. The 
difficulty in regard to oats had been dealt 
with by the imposition of a tarif of 60 per 
cent. 

The Milk Marketing scheme was an attempt 
at self-government in the industry. In the 
live-stock industry there had been a ceon- 
tinuous rise in the price of fat sheep since 
September of last year, and there had also 
been a marked advance in the case of pigs. 
In the case of fat cattle, however, prices 
had fallen heavily. They were in active 
negotiation on the subject, and a statement 
would be made before the summer adjourn- 
ment.

i tno Anglo-French conversations opened 
at the Foreign Office this morning, 
when Sir John Simon, accompanied by Mr. 
Anthony Eden and Sir Robert Vansittart, 
the Permanent Under-Secretary to the 
Foreign Office, met M. Barthou, the 
French Foreign Minister, and M. Pietri, 
Minister of Marine. The proceedings 
naturally were in private, but it was 
understood that they were devoted to an 
exchang> of views on the general position 
of the disarmament question. Later in 
the day M. Barthou opened his mind re- 
garding the suggestions of his Covern- 
ment for dealing with present. and future 
difficulties, particularly the naval 
question. It is generally accepted that 
France no longer holds the view that 
Great Britain is prepared to co-operate 
with her in any other way than ky taking 
a friendly interest, and to-day’s proceed- 
ings will demonstrate this belief beyond 
doubt. 


The Duke of Abercorn. 


The re-appointment of the Duke o! 
Abercorn as Governor of Northern Ireland 
for a further period of six years from 
December 8th next puts an end to the 
repeated rumour that he would retire end 
give place to Lord Craigavon. The Duke 
has already held this important office for 
twelve years, and some three years ayo an 
unofficial notice was issued that he had 
been offered the Governor-Generalship of 
Canada by the King, but had declined 
the honour. There was much comment at 
the time on the way in which this 
announcement was made, and it was sug- 
gested that it was possibly a breach of 
etiquette. Such an offer is in the nature 
of a royal command, in which case excuses 
are offered, but not refusals. The matter, 
however, \ xs satisfactorily adjusted. Lord 
Bessborough. who has been such a success 
in Canada, Was ultimately appointed. 


Shorter Speeches. 


In the House of Lords to-morrow Lord 
Kilmaine will initiate a shorter speeches 
campaign, following the example of those 
who have started a similar movement in 
the House of Commons. He is to submit 
a motion proposing that there shall be a 
time-limit for all speakers except the 
Peers on the front benches. In his 
opinion it-is desirable that such a limit 
should be imposed, but his fellow Peers 
are unlikely to agree, since they are not 
nearly so loquacious as the members of the 
Lower House, and debates of an important 
character are infrequent. In the 
Commons, where several schemes have 
been put forward for the shortening of 
speeches, the Speaker has welcomed the 
idea, but all the plans have failed to 
curtail the burning eloquence of members, 
and the House soon forgets its approval 
of any scheme likely to save many hours 
of precious time. 


Safety for the Pedestrian. . 


Mr. Hore Belisha, the new Minister of 
Transport, is deeply anxious to reduce the 
toll of deaths and injury from road 
accidents, and this morning he made a 
tour of the new crossing places in the 
London streets to see how they were 
operating. To-day these uncontrolled 
crossing places gave the pedestrian an 
absolute right of way over all vehicular 
traffic. The pedestrian will be given this 
right at all times, and, if the driver of 
an approaching vehicle sees a pedestrian 
about to cross, he must either stop or 
slow down until the crossing is clear. It 
these crossings can be made safe the 
Transport Ministry believes that a big 
reduction will be made in the number of 
people killed and injured. At the same 
time, the pedestrian must carry out his 
part in the safety campaign, and, if he 
takes undue risks, he is liable to a. fine 
of five shillings, while a motor driver not 
sufficiently careful at the crossings risks 
a tine of five pounds | 


Dr. Lovat A. Mulcahy. 


An excellent medical weekly, La Semana 
Medica, of Buenos Aires, reported the 
death in that city on June 2nd of a well- 
known native of Clonmel. Dr. Lovat A. 
Mulcahy, who held an _ outstanding 
position in scientific circles In the 
Argentine Republic. Dr. Mulcahy was 
born in Clonmel on January órd, 1849, 
and went to the Argentine at eighteen. 
While teaching elementary subjects in the 
Greek College at Buenos Aires he found 
time to study medicine, and took his 
medical degree in the local university fu 
1880. He soon came on the staff of the 
British Hospital, where he had for a 
surgical colleague the late Sir John 
O'Connor, K.B.E., the most distinguishea 
surgeon in South America. Dr. Muleahy 
was a surgeon of outstanding distinction, 
and in private life a philanthropist. At 
the centenary exhibition he was appointed 
by the British authorities president ol 
the section of hvgiene, and was also a 
founder of the Life-Saving Association. 
His remains were interred in the British 
cemetery in the presence of a large gather- 
ing of friends and patients. Dr. Mulcahy 
was ever prominent in Irish .circles in the 
Argentine, and his memory will long be 
cherished. 


Civil Service Salaries.

An endeavour will be made to 
re-open negotiations with a view to a more 
favourable basis for the consolidation. but 
the Treasury claims that to accede to the 
demands put forward would involve an 
additional expenditure of some £10,000,000 
a year. 


Labour in Power. 


‘The predictions that an increase in the 

rates would follow the election of a 
Labour majority on the London Coun!) 
Council are likely to be justified in the 
near future. Estimates of expenditure 
inow being drawn up will be on a much 
higher scale,. but it is curious that the 
Labour Party refuses to accept respon- 
sibility for this increase, blaming the late 
Council, which, by restricting essential 
services, compelled the new Council to 
increase the rates. The amount of the 
additional burden to be borne by house 
holders has not yet been disclosed, but, if 
the experience of other areas with 
Socialist Councils is any guide, and the 
full programme of the party is put into 
operation, it is likely to be substantial.

THE Electricity Supply Board will in future be responsible for the 
management of the fisheries of the River Shannon: it will have 


power to take over fisheries compulsorily, to appoint ex-ofhicio mem- 


bers of the Limerick Board of Conservators, to sell trout and salmon 
without licence, to alter the weekly close time, and to do various 


other matters. 


These matters are provided for in the new Shannon Fisheries 
Bill, which was ntroduced by Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, in the Dail last week, and has now been 


circulated to deputies. 


The bill makes provision for the payment of compensation in 
respect of damage to fisheries and fishing rights, and for the transfer 


of such fisheries to the Board. 


THE COMPENSATION CLAUSES.

An artillery barrage is believed to be 
responsible for breaking the severe 
drought in the southern island of Kiushiu, 
says Reuter’s Correspondent. 

For three hours yesterday rain swept 
over the district of Fukuoka, and experts, 
as well as farmers, attributed the rain to 
the fact that several heavy batteries of 
artillery fired 1,500 live shells into the 
air, causing an atmospheric disturbance.

£35,000 DRUG SEIZURE. 


HEAVY SENTENCES FOR 
TRAFFICKERS.

CAIRO, Monday. 


A remarkable drug case, involving the 
seizure by the Cairo Central Narcotics In- 
vestigation Bureau of £35,000 worth of 
Chinese heroin has ended with the con- 
viction of fourteen drug traffickers. 

A local thief stole a suit-case from an 
Italian in Cairo. When he opened it he 
was amazed to find that it contained six 
rubber sacks full of heroin. He decided to 
become a drug trafficker and organised an 
extensive gang for distributing the drug. 

News of the gang’s activities soon leaked 
out, and, following two police raids on 
suspected houses in Cairo, two pounds of 
heroin were seized. Certain information 
obtained at the same time eventually led 
to the arrest of the entire gang and the 
seizure of 174 pounds of heroin, worth 


The packets of heroin were tied with 
string from a Chinese store and inscribed 
with Chinese characters. This is believed 
to be the first time that heroin of Chinese 
origin has been seized in Egypt.

The shortage is expected to be only 
temporary. Wagon loads of potatoes are 
now rolling across the frontier. The 
autumn potato crop is greatly menaced by

vegetables. . : 
The bread ticket may make its re- 


appearance in the late autumn. Grain 
crops are below the average of the past 
ten years and will probably necessitate 
the rationing of Germany’s flour supplies, 
as well as the adulteration of wheat flour 
with potato flour. 

Meanwhile unemployment figures of 
June 30th show a decrease of 47,000 on 
the previous menth. 

For the eighth day in succession the 
publication of the official list of those 
killed during the week-end before last 
was again postponed.

SEVEN LOST IN AIR 
CRASHES.

SABOTAGE SUSPECTED— 


NEWS SUPPRESSED. 
Sabotage is suspected in connection with 
the crashing of two aeroplanes from the 
Lowenthal Aerodrome, néar Friedrichs- 
hafen. News of the accidents, in which 
seven lives were lost, has apparently been 
suppressed in Germany, says a Geneva 


message. 
The first machine crashed near 
Reutenen, it is stated, as a result of a 


wing suddenly giving way following the 
explosion of what was believed to be an 
infernal machine. All three occupants 
were killed. 

An hour later another ‘plane left 
Lowenthal to fly over the scene of the 
accident.

TORONTO, Monday. 


WO British airmen, Captain Leonard 
G. Reid and Captain M. J. Ayling, 
announced to-day that their ‘plane, 
formerly the Mollisons’ Seafarer, would 
be ready by Wednesday evening to take 
off on an attempt to create a new world’s 
non-stop distance flight record. 

The fliers intend to start as soon after 
Wednesday as weather conditions permit. 

They will cross the Atlantic to Ireland. 
and then fly over Europe to Baghdad, in 
their attempt to break the existing record, 
held by the Frenchmen, Codos and Rossi. 

They will take off from the sands of 
Wasaga Beach, where the Seafarer failed 
to rise last summer, when the Mollisons 
were to leave on their projected flight to 
Baghdad. (Bad weather then set in, and 
the flight was abandoned. ) 

Captains Reid and Ayling hope for 
better luck. They have bought the. Sea- 
farer and rechristened it ‘‘ The Trail of 
the Caribou.”’ 

They have made several changes in the 
‘plane, and believe they will have no 
further trouble. The ’plane will carry 600 
gallons of fuel, but no wireless equipment. 

“We shall follow the St. Lawrence to 
the Gulf, out through the Straits of Belle 
Isle, and then across the Atlantic,” said 
Captain Reid. 

“ We hope to sight land at Malin Head, 
Ireland, and then go on to Baghdad. The 


. flight will take us sixty-five hours. ‘We 


may go farther. We'll keep going until 
our fuel gives out.” 

Captain Reid took part in test flights 
on the old Seafarer, and is quite at home 
in the ’plane Captain Ayling is an ex- 
perienced Royal’ Air Force pilot. 

Captain Reid was born in Montreal, and 
served in a Newfoundland regiment during 
the War. He was formerly connected 
with De Havillands in Canada. 

Captain Ayling, formerly of the R.A.F., 
was born in India. He has done much 
flying in India and Burma, and is also 
well-known in English commercial flying 
circles.

Chipperfield motored to the 
ground; quickly changed into flannels, and 
after Woodfull and Bradman had gone he 
pluckily went to bat. The crowd gave him 
a great rece#tion.

the other was a short summary of the suc- 
cessive conquests of the country.

A COMMON BELIEF.

DOG-RACING, 


The Times observes in a leading 
article: —When the Betting Bill comes to- 
day before a Standing Committee of the 
House of Commons, a large question will 
at once be raised. An amendment is to 
be moved, which, if carried, will require 
the establishment of a Dog-Racing Control 
Board, to supervise the licensing of dog- 
tracks. The measure, as now drafted, 
commits this duty to county and county 
borough councils. It is indisputable that 
control is necessary, and it is: not dis- 
puted. A substantial section of the dog- 
racing interest is well aware that the 
malpractices of ill-conducted tracks do 
little service to the sport, and impair the 
general good-will of the business. It has 
always favoured statutory: control. The 
question is whether control should be 
vested in a national body, established’ by 
the Imperial Parliament for the sole 
purpose of looking after dog-racing, or 
whether, since the tracks primarily con- 
cern the localities which they have 
invaded, they should rightly be regarded 
as falling within the jurisdiction of local 
authorities. 

Within certain limits it is obviously 
fairer to the authorities, to the tracks, 
and to the public, whether rate-paying 
or race-going, or both, that the jurisdic- 
tion should be wide enough to ensure a 
broad and independent view. But it needs 
a large jump from that position ts hold 
that, because the dogs have teeth, local 
councils may not safely be their wardens. 

The proposal, adds The Times, to dis- 
possess local government seems all the 
more curious when its supplanter is to be 
a strange, novel and uncalled-for organism 
in our public life. The rights of the 
dog-racing public are unaffected. It will 
be as well off under the bill as under a 
board. But Parliament would ha travel- 
ling well beyond the necessities of the 
case—it need be put no higher—to set up 
a national control over that which is per- 
fectly susceptible, both as to the licensing 
of tracks and even as to the supervision 
of the conceded “‘ tote,’’ of local control. 
Something stronger is required than any 
argument yet offered in public. to show 


conclusively why dog-racing should be 
granted its colours by the House of 


Commons and become the first industry to 
receive statutory recognition as a sport.

THE HOUR AND THE MAN. 
There never was a more opportune time 
for the :>ttlement of the Irish question than 
there is at the present moment, if states- 
manship on both sides of the _ Irish 
Sea can rise to the occasion. Those 
who count in Ulster are seriously dis- 
turbed about the financircl stability of the 
six counties, and there is everywhere in the 
North an undercurrent of discontent with the 
present scheme of things. The old British 
prejudices against an independent Irish Go. 
vernment have largely disappeared, and Eng- 
lish public opinion would support any settle- 
ment that looked like being a final one. The 
overwhelming mass of advanced Nationalist 
opinion in Ireland has found during the last 
two years that what is to all intents and pur- 
poses a republican form of government can 
function quite freely within the mould of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. Above all, 
Ireland has now the only leader since Parnell 
who can carry a settlement that the mass of 
Irish opinion, both extreme and moderate, 
would accept. The extraordinary magnetism 
of Mr. de Valera’s personality, and the con. 
viction which both friend and foe have of his 
passionate sincerity, mark him as the only 
man with whom it is worth England’s while 
to attempt to negotiate a real treaty of per- 
petual procs Mr. de Valera may be 
destroyed, and a patched-up arrangement made 
with a successor. But everybody who 
knows Ireland realises that it would be re- 
pudiated by fifty per cent. of the people, and 
accepted only sullenly and as a makeshift by 
‘a large percentage of the remainder. What 
Ireland wants is an assured peace to enable 
her to develop her own life and to make the 
contribution which she feels she can make to 
European civilisation; and what England 
wants is a genuine treaty, accepted with good- 
will on both sides, that will turn Ireland into 
a real friend and ally, making her in peace 
her neighbour’s best customer, and in war 
her most important bulwark. There is no 
man in sight who can make such a peace on 
behalf of Jreland but President de Valera, 
and English statesmanship will have made 
one of the biggest blunders of its long series 
of bluhderings in regard to Ireland if it fails 
to grasp this fact.

T Waterford District Court to-day, 

District Justice McCabe dismissed 

charges of riotous assembly against 
twenty-six men, nineteen of -whom are 
members of the local Blue Shirt organisa 
tion. Three of the defendants, 
McEvoy, Robert Cunningham and Richard 
Hackett, are members of Waterford Cor- 
poration, having been -returned: at the 
recent elections. Other defendants were John 
Leahy, Pump lane; Joseph O’Brien, Butter- 
milk lane; Patrick Murphy, Grace's lane; 
James Kavanagh, Barrack street; James 
Ryan, Ballytruckle; Peter Kelly, Tanyard 
Arch; James Hartery, Bailybricken; Martin 
Power, Beau street; Stephen Rogers, Green 
street; James: Cunningham, Green street; 
Andrew Ryan, Ballybricken; Martin Ctoke, 
Grace’s lane; Thomas Phelan, Castle street; 
Edward McNally, New street; Maurice 
Hennessy, Roarmore; John Lucas, Doyle 
street; Laurence Scurcy, Congress place; 
Michael McCarthy, Smith’s lane; Joseph 
Cummins, Doyle street; John Phelan, Bank 
place; William Collins, Balteen lane; Patrick 
Grant, Harrington’s lane. - 
Leahy. O’Brien, James Ryan, Murphy and 
Kavanagh were convicted of assaulting Super- 
intendent Fahy and other members of the 
Garda and bound to the peace for six months 
in personal recognisance of £10 and one 
surety of £10 each. O’Brien, Murphy and 
Ryan were in addition fined £2 each and 
Kavanagh was fined 10s. 


SHOUTING CROWDS. 


Superintendent Fahy said that on the night 
in question he saw a crowd coming through 
Newgate street to Lady lane. The crowd was 
shouting and boohing in the direction of the 
Blue Shirt Hall. There were three or four 
Guards on duty, and he formed them across 
Lady lane. Someone in the crowd got 
knocked out and was being set upon and 
kicked, and witness rushed into the crowd, 
pushed the men away, and got the person out 
of danger. That person was, he learned later, 
a girl. A stone was also thrown and hit a 
man naméd O’Brien and injured him. The 
police then started to disperse the crowd, and 
as they did Blue Shirts came up Lady lane, 
some of them armed with sticks and batons. 
Witness appealed to them to return to their 
hall, but they took no notice of him and 
passed him” out, though he was in uniform. 
Witness then ordered the Guards to disperse 
the Blue Shirts back in the direction of their 
hall, and, batons being drawn, the Blue Shirts 
retreated. One of the Blue Shirts named 
Hackett had in his possession a baton (pro- 
duced), which was a very dangerous weapon. 
Later a crowd of Blue Shirts came down 
Patrick street, marching four deep, and 
witness put up his hands for them to stop. 
but they took no notice of him. They were 
disorderly and shouting, and calling upon the 
police to disperse another crowd which they 
thought was in Broad street. 

Twice the Guards had to draw their batons 
to disperse the crowd, of. which the defendant 
Ryan was the most disorderly. Two Blue 
Shirts, however, Robert Cunningham and Pat 
McEvoy, assisted him in keeping back tha 
crowds. 

In acquitting the defendants on the charge 
of riotous assembly, Mr. Justice McCabe said 
that he wished to use whatever influence he 
possessed to appeal to responsible persons on 
both sides to see to it that a stop was put 
to this street rowdyism.

The new batch of suspects includes Mrs, 
Martin Schul—the notorious ‘‘ Marie Louise,’’ 
who 1s now olga Ce sentence of eight years’ 
penal servitude in Finland for espionage. Her 
extradition will be requested. Police in- 
vestigations are said to have shown that 
‘‘ Marie Louise ” was an intimate friend of 
Lydia Stahl. 

A warrant has also been issued for an 
American woman friend of Mrs. Switz, who, 
the police allege, acted as intermediary 
between Berkowitz, the head of the gang in 
France, and his subordinates. 

_ Another of the new batch of suspects is 
within ml grasp of the hand of the law. 
He is a Pole, named Strom, who is at present 
serving three years’ imprisonment on another 
esplonage charge. Others wanted are Paul 
Muraille, of doubtful nationality, and his 
French wife. Muraille has already served 
three years in prison for espionage. His 
whereabouts and that of his wife is unknown. 


MORE ARRESTS TO COME. 


Two French working girls have also been 
charged, but have been left at provisional 
liberty after confessing that they acted as 
depositories for a number of important docu- 
ments, Further charges and arrests are ex- 
pected. 

_ The case has been described as the most 
important spy case that the French police 
have ever had to tackle. The gang involved 
is alleged to have been carrying on espionage 
on behalf of Germany and Soviet Russia in 
Great. Britain, the United States, and France. 

‘Following an alleged confession by Mrs. 
Switz, the police made a number of arrests, 
and it is stated that they discovered among 
the papers which thev seized the text of 
certain secret lectures delivered at the Ecole 
de Guerre,

HAIR CONVICTS THIEF.

IDENTIFIED BY EXPERTS. 


A fallen hair has led to the conviction of a 
thief at Jihlava, in Moravia (writes Reuter 
from Prague). 

Some time ago, about £40 in cash and 
postage stamps ‘was stolen from the sub-Post 
Office at Jihlava. The police could only find 
one clue—a hair that bad evidently fallen 
from the thief’s head. 

Recently suspicion fell on Rudolf Varza, 
aged 24, of Ostrovacice, who had been going 
round shops and offices offering stamps for 
sale.. He explained that he had bought a 
large quantity of stamps to carry out a mail 
aes “nl campaign, which he had been obliged 
to abandon. The police, however, did not 
believe this story and arrested him. 

A hair of his head was sent to the Chemical 
and Toxological Institute, in Prague, where 
it was pronounced to be identical in colour, 
texture, thickness and other respects with the 
hair found on the scene of the Post Office 
robbery. The Court at Jihlava accepted this 
as convincing evidence of Varza’s guilt, and, 
in spite of all his protests, he has been sent to 
prison for fifteen months.

ROAD TRAFFIC. 
 Withdregard to.the Road liafjc Art, the 
Council noted that: by the Date of Commence- 
ment No, 5 Order the following parts of the 
Act came into force on the 2nd July, 1964 :— 

Part Il. —Classification ; Part I11.—Licences ; 
Part IV.—Speed Limits; Part VI.—Certif- 
cates of Competency and Fitness; Part \.— 
Lighting of Vehicles. Section 95 (2)—Carriage 
of School Children and Special Events. 
Section 13 (1), which repeals:—The Locomo- 
tive Act, 1861; the Locomotives Act, 1560; 
the Locomotives on Highways Act, 1896; 
Section 88 of the Local Government (Ireland) 
Act, 1898: the Motor Car Act, 1905; the 
Lights on Vehicles Act, 1907; Sections 2, ó, 
4, 5 and 6 of the Public Roads (Ireland) Act, 
1911; Section 7, except sub-sections (7) and 
(8); Section 15, sub-sections (1) and (2) of 
Section 19 of the Roads Act, 1920; Section 40 
of the Local Government Act, 1925. 

It was also noted that the following Orders 
had been issued :~-130, third party risks; 150 
construction, equipment and use; 151, driving 
licences, 154, exemption from speed limits. 

Attention was drawn to Order 150, Section 
8 “In the case of a vehicle which has been 
registered in Saorstat Eireann under the Roads 
Act. 1920, before the 1st January, 1955, it 
shall not be necessary before Ist day ot 
January, 1939. in order to comply with Part 
iI. of these regulations either :— 

(a) to make any alterations in the con- 
struction of such vehicle which were 
not required to be made therein by any 
statute or order in force at the making 
of these regulations, or PS; 

(hb) to fit on such vehicle any equipment 
ether than the mirror required by these 
regulations which was not required to 
be fitted thereto by any statute or order 
in force at the making of these regula- 
tions.”’

for some ancillary purpose.”

UCH was the theme of an address on 
“Irish Music’’ by Professor Robert 
O’Dwyer, Professor of Music, National 

University of Ireland, at yesterday s luncheon 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club, held in 
the Metropole Restaurant. 

Professor dl dar said that he had met 


many people who had worked so that Ireland 
might have in music an honoured place beside 


that of her literature and drama, which had, 
had in truth, su wonderful a renaissance in our 
own day. Their attempts, however, in re- 
spect to the rejuvenation of Lrish music had 
so far been without corresponding success. 
Ireland, it was true, had instrumentalists and 
vocalists equal to the best in other countries, 
but they lacked properly jointed material for 
the exercise of their talents and technique. 


LOST ART. 


The great art cf composition seemed to be 
lost, unstudied or neglected; and the Irish 
composer of to-day was often so misunder- 
stood that he had to look abroad to find 
appreciation and sustenance. 

The music of ancient Ireland, he continued, 
was either never written down, or, if it was, 
no record of it remaited.. People grew up 
unused to its sound and influence, and when 
later they came to realise their loss they 
knew not how to supply the deficiency. 
When, indeed, in the ardour of the Gaelic 
revival, they began to realise how much 
might be won by a restoration of Irish music 
— found themselves quite unprepared, 

hey sought, however to recover its 
treasures from the hillside; at the bedside 
of the old and feeble, or from the young, 
who had learned from the old what memory 
mighd retain; by such reseirch many 
remnants of beauty had been _ secured. 
They were, however, at best but fragments 
of a vague tradition, dimly remembered. 
The work of a composer was not done solely 
by the aid of his own creative faculty, as in 
other sciences and arts. He also must learn, 
through the struggles, failures, efforts and 
successes Of generations before he could 
handle his material to advantage. 


THE FOUNDATION. 


Petrie, when he was preparing his first 
volume of ancient Irish music, said that his 
difficulty was to present the music with. its 
proper. harmonic base, its accompaniment, a 
fact which all, sooner or later, discovered.
